Washington, D, C, June 27, — Ed- 
ward H. ilarrlman hss adopted a new 
attitude toward the Chicago A Alton 
railroad different ffom the predator\ 
policy which members of the inter- 
state commerce commission alleged 
he observed toward that property. 

Authoritative information has Just 
reached here to the effect that In or- 
der to prevent the passing of a div- 
idend recently on Chicago A .-Mton 
Harrlman made a loan ot |l,U<Oi(i,- 
to that line, to be used for Im- 
)>rovements. It haa beea the history 
of the road under the dual arrange 
ment between Harrlmaa and the 
Rock Island system that In the year- 
It was controlled by the latter li 
made money, while thla was not the 
case in alternate years. 

At the laat meeting of the parties 
to the agreement in New York It 
was announced by represenUtives oi 
the iRock Island tha(r the anrpiua for 
the yea^ aggregated |1,4M,0M^, but 
as the road needed Improvements li 
would waive the dividend and use 
the money for additional equipment, 
repairs, etc. Harrinwi^ inaUntly ob- 
jected, inaietint that„U>e dividend 
should be i«oaed. To'praotleal flnan- 
ciera who liatened to him It waa evi- 
dent It waa againat the Intereata of 
the prealdent of the tJnlon Pacific to 
permit the pasalnff of the dividend 
because of the criticism that would 
follow. 

Harriniaa'a Word Not Vakeii. 
However, tiie repreaeatatlvea of 
the Rook Island ware, in control, ana 
Harrlman, after linking a few mo- 
ments, propoeed to make a peraonal 
loan of 91,M<e«'/<MM at 5 per cent, to 
be repaid in MM, If the hoard would 
declare dividends. The propoeition 
was accepted. Further humiliation, 
however, was in store for Harrlman. 
The boird declined to accept his mer« 
Word, but insisted that tlte proposal 
should be made In writing, and the 
railroad magnate was compelled to 
send for the general counsel of this 
road, who drew up the neceseary pa- 
pers.
